Sow  in  box  or  seed  pan  in  greenhouse  or  light  room  warm  night  and  day  or  else 
cover  box  with  light  of  glass  at  night  and  during  storm;  transplant  when  third 
leaf  is  developing,  harden  off  gradually  and  plant  out  when  weather  is  settled.
